-Il in other things, not 

to have lb. lor (he mute girls 

the ap< Oplo and the 

colored are able to have this advan 



Tbo report of the Trustees and 
Superintendent of the Deaf and Dumb 
Institution for the year ending No- 
vember 15th, 1879, was presented 
to the Governor on Friday last, and 
forms an interesting document, being 

replete with statistics pertaining 

directly to Ohio's silent children, 
while, at the same time, it all'ords 

valuable Information to persons in 
other States having under their con- 
trol a like class of unfortunates, 

The number of pupils prese n t one 

IgO, was four hundred and thirty 

six, and the avenge for the year pre 

vious, four hundred and thirty seven. 

The number present November 15th, 

1870, was four hundred and twenty- 
nine, and the average during the 

four hundred and thirty three. The 

whole number has been live hundred 

ami Hi\. Two hundred and eighty- 
nine boys, and two hundred and 

seventeen girls. 

There has been a gradual de. 
of new pupils for the past, four years — 

respectively soventv five, sixty five, 

SlXty-olie ami titty the latter being 
the number received since the open 
the present terra. The cause 
of (his decrease we arc unable to ac- 
count for. It would seem to b m 

tinry to tbo ratio of population. 
I'd her deafness is becoming less 

epidemic or else parents are keeping 

their children from school. Superin 
tendent Kay, however, thinks that it 
may be due to one or both of these 
two causes: Better sanitary condi 
lions or higher medical skill. 

When the number of pupils in the 
Institution reaches four hundred, (he 
building begins to be crowded, and to 
prevent it.

It. took but a moment to .spread the 
sad intelligence among the household.
